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U of A proposes 
bus-loop move

The bus terminal that existed 
on 89th avenue before the start of 
LRT construction may.be a thing 
of the past if a relocation pro- 
posal is accepted by the university 
administration. 

The proposal was put forward 
by Don Bellow, vp facilities at the 
U of A, who believes that the 
University should think twice 
before moving the bus terminal 
back to its old location in front of 
the Dentistry-Pharmacy Building. 

Bellow believes that by keeping 
the bus-loop away from the heart 
of campus the University will be 
better able to deal with pollution 
and pedestrian problems. He also 
argues that it will be aesthetically 
pleasing to have a green space in 
the middle of campus where the 
bus-loop used to be. 

Students’ Union Housing and 
Transportation commissioner, 
Jody Wilson disagrees with Bel- 
low’s assessment. 


‘She argues that pollution and 
noise will exist wherever the bus- 
loop is located and that the pre- 
sent location on 87th avenue is 
actually more dangerous for pe- 
destrians than the old location on 
89th avenue. ~ 


While Wilson agrees that a green 
space on 89th avenue would be 
desirable, she says that the Univer-

sity should avoid unnecessary 
expenditures. 

“In this day and age, money 
comes over aesthetics,” she said. 

In recognition of the fact that 
many people are dissatisfied with 
his proposal, Bellow pointed out 
that the relocation plan is still 
tentative. 

"This is a tentative plan. We 
have to come up with a solution 
for general transit service to the 
University,” he said. 

_According to Greg Latham, 
manager of Edmonton Transit, 
the whole question has to be 
looked into in greater depth 
before a final decision can be 
made. 

"We don’t know whaie the 
bus-loop is going to-be but we’re 
working on it,” he said. 

With this in mind, the University 
and the city have established a 
joint working committee to look 
into the question of bus-loop 
relocation. : 

Jody Wilson is concerned that 
the outcome of the committee’s 
negotiations may leave students 
and members of the general 
public dissatisfied. 

"| don’t think that the University 
has looked into who they may be 
really inconveniencing,” she said. 

“1 can definitely see their point, 
but | don’t see a whole lot of pros 
that outweigh the cons.”

A senior university administra- 
tor recommended at Monday’s 
Board of Governors meeting that 
money be taken from the Presi- 
dent’s contingency fund to pay 
for extended library hours during 
mid-term week. 

Dr. Lois Stanford, vp for student 
and academic affairs, made the 
proposal after having discussed 
the problem of library accessi- 
bility with representatives from 
the Students’ Union and the li- 
brary administration. 

“We're looking at extended 
library hours for a period. of two 
weeks around the October mid- 
term week. Special attention will 
be given to the two weekends 
that bracket mid-term week,” she 
said. 

Stanford was quick to point out 
that her proposal is-only a short- 
term solution. With this.in mind, 


she plans to continue meeting 
with SU representatives and peo- 
ple from the administration. 

“We agreed at our last meeting 
to look at additional solutions for 
term two. These might include 
differential hours for peak periods 
or keeping different libraries open 
at different times,” she said. 

If Stanford’s recommendation 
is accepted by U of A president 
Paul Davenport, money will be 
taken from his million-dollar con- 
tingency fund to pay for the ex- 
tended hours. 

Davenport was hesitant to com- 
mit himself to supporting the 
recommendation after the BOG 
meeting Monday, but he promised 
to give it serious consideration. 

“It’s highly likely that | will 
accept her recommendation, but 
| would like to see it in writing

Alcohol abuse is a “time-bomb 
waiting to explode,” said SU vp 
internal Marc Dumouchel. 

Because of this, the SU has 
organized the second annual U 
of A Alcohol Awareness Week, 
which runs from October 1-5, in 
conjunction with National Uni- 
versity Awareness Week. 

Alcohol Awareness Week is co- 
sponsored by the Students’ Union 

‘and the Peer Health Educators, 
and includes a number of events 
aimed at providing the impetus 
for students to critically examine 
their drinking habits. 

In addition to informational dis- 
plays in CAB (Monday and Tues- 
day) and the Tory breezeway 
(Wednesday and Thursday), there 
was a panel discussion by the 
Injury and Awareness Prevention 
Program Monday, and will be a 
mock trial of Suresh Mustapha, 
SU president, for drinking and 
driving Thursday, from 11-1 in 
CAB. , 

According to Dumouchel, the 
issue of alcohol consumption on 
campus is essentially a double- 
edged sword. 

While -he pointed out that, 
“alcohol is the number one fund- 
raiser for student groups,” he pro- 


ceeded to cite a number of inci- — 


dents where alcohol has served as 
a catalyst for disaster. 

Events such as, fistfights at RATT 
and Bear Country, or of an unnamed 
student draping themselves off 
‘the roof of SUB after a party at 
Dinwoodie, may seem more tri- 
vial said Dumouchel, but can lead

to alcohol related deaths, such as 
the ones that have occurred at 
Guelph and Ryerson. 

Aside from the physical danger 
posed by alcohol abuse, Dumou- 
chel is also concerned with the 
potentially crippling financial 
consequences. 

Under the law, servers of alco- 
hol can be held liable for the 
actions of patrons who become 
intoxicated in their establish- 
ments. Because of this the SU 
carries four million in liability 
insurance. 

"There are 500-600 licensed 
functions on campus every year, 
and every time one is held it’s our 
(SU) butt on the line,” Dumouchel 
said. 

In an effort to address alcohol- 
related problems on campus, the 
SU has taken a number of steps:

The Darcy Tailfeathers Award 
was presented to John Brisebois, 
asecond-year Native med student, 
Friday at the Faculty Club.

He said it served a dual role - to 
commemorate the life of his son 
and to encourage Native enrol- 
ment in Medicine.

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Students urged to 
study overseas

In an effort to demonstrate that 
working or studying abroad is not 
“out of reach,” the International 
Centre has organized Overseas 
Options Week to be held October 
1-5 at the International Centre. 

The week includes a series of 
thirty-two presentations on a 
variety of topics. U of A students 
who have returned from abroad 
will share their experiences on 
everything from studying .in 
- Vienna to teaching in Southern 
Africa. 

In addition, speakers will ad- 
dress the topic of studying in 
France, and Barry Yeates, formerly 
with external affairs, will talk 
about jobs in the Canadian foreign 
service. 

According to Barry Tonge, pro- 
grams coordinator at the Inter- 
national Centre, there are many 
opportunities overseas that stu- 
dents here in Edmonton just don’t 
know about. 

“Canadian students don't at the 
moment realize the potential or 
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have a sense of how studying 
overseas can help them,” he said. 

In time, Tonge hopes that atti- 
tudes about travelling abroad will 
change here as they have changed 
in other countries. 


Many European countries have 


-made studying abroad a national 
priority. Finland alone hopes to 
be sending about one third of its 
students abroad by the year 
2000. This is compared to the one 
percent of students who study 
abroad from the U of A. 

"As other countries move for- 
ward we are losing ground,” said 
Tonge, adding that he thinks 
Overseas Options Week can im- 
prove the situation. 

From its conception in 1985, 
Overseas Options Week has 
grown from two workshops on 
studying in France to what. it is 
today. Last year, about 500 stu- 
dents attended 27 different 
workshops. 

"The idea is for it to keep on 
growing,” Tonge said.

Students’ Union plans 
to use recycled paper —

The Students’ Union is planning 
to use recycled paper in all its 
operations said Marc Dumouchel, 
SU vp internal, with a target date 
of October 30, 1990 to start imple- 
mentation. 

"We are trying to get as close to 
100 per cent as possible, but cost 


is still a factor,” Dumouchel said, 


"We will probably reach between 
70-90 per cent use of recycled 
paper.” 

The SU operations include 
services such as campus Info 
booths, housing and exam regis- 
teries, as well as Copy Cats — the 
photocopying service in the base- 
ment of SUB. 


Dumouchel is currently con- 
fronting many problems associated 
with the switch. 

According to Dumouchel, 
different types of recycled papers 
are not equal in quality. After the 
copying process, many recyclable 
papers leave filters in the photo- 
copier, requiring it to be cleaned 
more often, while others become 


charged with static electricity, — 


causing problems with the copiers. 


\ 


Moreover, the SU will only settle 
for paper that is 100 percent 
recyclable. : 

Because of this,there is a pro- 
blem with their current distributor, 
Xerox, as not all of their recycled 
paper is 100 per cent. 

"Xerox will be contacting us 
within two weeks in order to 
discuss a Satisfactory resolution,” 
Dumouchel said. 

The conversion will amount to 
a cost increase of approximately

The proposal for recycled paper 
to be used in SU services was one 
of Dumouchel’s campaign promises.

Job equity afailure

In an interview with The Gateway last week, President’ 
Davenport maintained that the U of A is “committed to the 
principle of equity in employment,” supported by General 
Faculty Council policy. And in astatement on employment in 
May 1990, the University also committed itself to improving 
the representation of disadvantaged groupsin its community. 
Unfortunately, the disadvantaged groups have heard too 
much political doublespeak and seen too little action to 
expect any drastic improvements. 


Let us consider the position of female academics on 
campus, since women are the largest disadvantaged group. In 
16 years, the percentage of female teaching staff has increased 
2 per cent, from 15 per cent in 1974 to its level of 17 per cent 
today. There are 23 departments with no women on the 
teaching staff, and 47 more that are comprised of less than 25 
per cent women.

Simultaneously, the percentages of women in under- 
graduate and graduate programs has grown considerably. In 
10 years (1976-86), the number of female graduate students 
increased from 29.3 per cent to 44.8 per cent, an increase of 
15.5 per cent.In 1986, approximately an equal number of 
women were working towards a Masters degree. And at the 
under graduate level, the amount of women has already 
outstripped the number of men. There is obviously no lack in 
the amount of qualified women available to fill academic 


vacancies. But for some reason, these women have not been 
hired. 


Somewhere between the political rhetoric and practice, 
the system has failed. While it is illegal to discriminate against 
women systematically, gender discrimination lingers on in 
hiring committees dominated by members of the Old Boys’ 
Club. The University, and society itself, remains structured to 
favour men over women in their bids for the limited amount 
of power available. 

What the future requires of the University administration is 
not a barrage of pretty words, but an enforceable policy 
committed to addressing gender imbalances. Although the 
steady increase of female students will eventually redress the 
imbalance, the University should meanwhile set strict hiring 
goals to increase the number of women on the teaching staff. 


Provided that the female applicants are as qualified as the 
white male applicants, the University should favour hiring 
women until an equitable ratio is established. Some will 
undoubtedly label any such affirmative action as "reverse 
sexism” (for example, the hiring of ten women, as compared 
to five men, last year in the Faculty of Arts raised the ire of 
some faculty members), but it is important to remember that 
any such action is temporary. 

The justification for an affirmative action program is 
simple: once there are no longer any huge discrepancies in 
‘staffing (in relation to the number of qualified men and 
women available to fill a position), such a program is 
unnecessary. Rather than being discriminatory, affirmative 
action is essential as a means to end long-established discrim- * 
inatory practises.

"Sky and Earth” isa well-known 
free-standing piece of art by 
Berlings Kaunda, an artist hereto- 
fore unknown to me. It is located 
at the far corner of the western 


wall inside the Power Plant.’ 


Sculpted out of a once-massive 
tree trunk, it portrays a man, 
firmly seated and ostentatiously 
riding, on the head of a woman. 


The female figure is literally of 
gargantuan proportions. Her huge 
thighs, accentuated as a result of 
the kneeling position, taper 
smoothly inward toward an int- 
eresting “grotto” and sharply 
upward to a firm midriff which is 
overshadowed by a pair of enor- 
mous “bazooms.” Her neck, facial 
features and headgear combine 
with her other physical character- 
istics to suggest a woman of over- 
bearing, sensual beauty and of 
incredible sexual. delight. 

The male, mounted on the 
female’s headdress and partially 
supported by her arms (which 
are, paradoxically, also the male’s

legs), is on a much less imposing 
scale except, interestingly enough, 
for the huge male reproductive 
tool he holds firmly in his hand. 
This instrument of wonder, grow- 
ing out of the woman’s head, as if 
it somehow controls. her every 
thought, seems to be the only 
item of significance possessed by 
the man; he is, in every other 
detail, puny in comparison to the 
woman.

At that time, it affected me ina 
manner | was unable to describe 
(perhaps university does, after all, 
have its usefulness). Since then, it 
has continued to have a disturb- 
ing effect on me to the point that 
it has become an object of consid- 
erable contempt and, at the same 
time, of secret admiration.

1. What did Mr. Kaunda have in 


mind when he made this work of 
art? 

2. Is he, Mr. Kaunda, of the 
Negroid race or is someone of 
another race adopting an African 
surname in order to how! insults 
at me? 


3. If he is African, is he present- 
ing the black African male’s 
conception of the male/female 
relationship and, if so, is this 
representative of all black people? 


4. Must | interpret this work as 
being representative of the way 
the majority of black males view 
the roles of the sexes? 

5. In daily life, does the black 
woman provide such all-encomp- 
assing support to the black man 
that he appears insignificant in 
proportion to and compared with 
the woman? 

6. Are black men, by nature, 
insignificant to their women and 
are they destined to forever ride 


on the backs of their women? 


7. Is the incongruous tool, so 
cherished by this black man, his 
only means of relating to and 
controlling the thinking of this 
black (or any) woman? : 


It must be admitted that the 
answers to these questions being 
hurled at me by Sky and Earth are 
very suggestive of certain stereo- 
typical characteristics ascribed, 
over the centuries, to the black 
man by others of other races. 

On the other hand, when | am 
almost alone at the Power Plant, | 
find myself being led into another 
frame of. mind. When Sky and 
Earth and | are allowed to converse 
freely, without the influences of 
others, | find myself admiring the 
way in which this work projects 
its powerful message onto me. It 


reminds me then of my mother 
and grandmother, of the strength 
of those dead women, and it 
causes me to hope that my 
daughter will grow up to emulate 
this type of strength. It also brings 
out the sad fact that despite, or 
perhaps because of, the exalted 
position in which | hold women, | 
have not been able to find such a 
woman as this. And yet, if they, 
my Earth Mothers, were to behold 
sucha sculpture, they would turn 
away in shame and disgust 


’ because of the way it abuses and 


so embarrassingly placed at the 
top of a flight of stairs leading 
down to the basement washrooms 
of a drinking establishment? 
Added to this, why is Sky and 
Earth being bombarded daily by 
heavy ~doses of the sun’s rays, 
assaulted by changes in humidity 
and temperature and the pollution 
of smokers to the point that it has 
now begun to crack in several 
places, lose its original sheen and 
look like a “thing” that invites 
abuse?

belittles their womanhood. 


And, when | turn mine eyes up 
toward the Sky and behold there 
the ecstasy and the lost, sadistic 
look in the man’s face, | remember 
my father and I realize why | now 
hate his guts and why his life 
was such a miserable failure. | 
find myself hoping that my son 
will never ever think what | 
thought of my father: that he was 
a good-for-nothing reprobate 
who used his maleness to subjug- 
ate and destroy the lives of my 
mother and the seven children 
he inflicted upon her. 


Because Sky and Earth elicits so 
many conflicting emotions from 
me, | cannot. help but have a 
sense of admiration for it. That 
does not necessarily mean | 
_consider it a great work of art; in 
my mind, it is close to that desig- 
nation, but not yet there. The 
question then is, if this work has 
some degree of artistic merit, and 
if good works of art should be 
respected and cherished, why is it 


removed from its present location — 
and that it either be given the 
respect it deserves or be chopped 
into chunks for firewood so that it 
can warm the hearth of someone 
more prosperous than I, but less 
appreciative of good art. 


As a drinker, susceptible to the 
loss of inhibitions that comes 
about when one enters such an 
establishment, | would like. to 
keep my peace of mind when I sit 
to drink in the Power.Plant. | will 
no longer tolerate the denigrating 
jokes that emanate from my well- 
meaning, but almost drunk and 
therefore very uninhibited 
buddies of the Caucasoid race, in 
particular when they have been 
in the company of Sky and Earth. 
As a black man, | have enough 
problems to put up with in a 
society that, although well-inten- _ 


tioned, does not yet realize how’ 


simple objects.such as Sky and 
Earth can become the candelabra 
of racial slurs that serve only to 
entrench and continue the escala- 
tion of racial prejudice.

Robinson and Crusoe

How can‘a play written for children 
appeal to its primary audience without 
boring everyone else? 

Well, it can do so the easy way: by 
treating everyone like children. It can 
drown the audience in saccharine sent- 
imentality and count on it to fall for the 
crass manipulation of manufactured 
emotion. It can lure us into the cloying 
cuteness of a world of talking forest 
creatures with large eyes and perfect 
home lives. It can lend-us the temporary 
security of comfortable choices. and 
unmistakeable evil, and then leave us with 
a simple-minded, morality-as-pedestrian- 
safety message. 

Or it can do it the hard way. 


Fortunately for those who haven't been 
recently tempted by Charlotte’s Web or 
Bambi, the Manitoba Theatre for Young 
People’s production of Robinson and 
Crusoe at the Citadel’s Maclab Stage 
chooses the hard way. 


The hard way is to make the show 
sufficiently engaging and unambiguous 
for the kids and honest and hard-headed 
enough for the adults. Robinson and 
Crusoe, created by Teatro del’Angolo (an 
acclaimed Italian children’s theatre 
company) does this by using wit and crafts- 
manship that both children and adults can 
appreciate to present a message both can 
always stand to hear: people need one 
another. 

Robinson and Crusoe tells the story of 
two pilots from opposing armies who are 
shot down and forced to share an isolated 
rooftop completely surrounded by water. 


They immediately attack one another and 
one subdues the other and takes him 
prisoner, only to have his captive escape 
and reverse the relationship. After two full 
days of this, they both see that their 
antagonism is pointless, and realize they 
need to build a raft, together, to return. 


Forced by circumstance to cooperate, 
they finally address one another, and of 
course neither speaks a word of the other's 
language. They find one another exasperat- 
ing and frequently ridiculous, but have no 
choice but tolerance. Unlike Daniel 
Defoe’s Robinson Crusoe, a product of 
colonialism and Eurocentrism in which the 
clever Englishman easily dominates the 
servile islander, the play’s two soldiers are 
unquestionably equals, and refuse to be 
treated as anything but. 


Representing the West is David Gillies, a 
gruff, business-like soldier with the notor- 
ious arrogance of the Anglo-American 
imperialist: he believes he is reasonable 
and that foreigners are deliberately diffi- 
cult, insisting on having their own language 
and customs. Days after their linguistic 
incompatiblity has been clearly demon- 
strated, he tries to communicate ideas to 
his roofmate first in English then loud 
English, slow English, French, and Italian, 
before throwing up his hands in frustration. 


From the East is Alex Fallis, taller, thinner, 
sporting a martial red headband in place 
of Gillies’ beret. Fallis, who speaks what 
seems to be Japanese, adapts much faster 
to the situation, using elaborate gestures 
to express himself, crafting a fishing 
apparatus, and even making an ad-hoc 
clothes line for laundry. Freed by standing 
in for a culture unfamiliar to most of the 
audience, Fallis makes up for being denied 
verbal access to the audience with a more 
volatile and unrestrained character. Still, 
this European play seems unable to avoid 
falling into cultural cliches: we cringe as'a 


Japanese pilot pulls a pair-of ping-pong 
racquets from his flight jacket. 

Predictably, the pair overcome obstacles, 
they discover what they have in common: 
ping-pong, music, families back home, 
and a fondness for alcohol. The strength of 
the play is that these small discoveries are 
kept from being predictable. European 
children’s theatre has a long tradition of 
clowning and mime, and it shows in the 
inventiveness and humour with which 
these situations are played. Most important- 
ly, the comic element is consistently 
honest: every funny situation has conse- 
quences, be they hang-overs, hurt feelings, 
or lost ping-pong balls. 


The set is a model of economy. A slab of 


_.wood stands for a roof surrounded by an 


ocean of-plastic garbage bags. Director 
Leslee Silverman uses this confined space 
efficiently and to. maximum effect: a club 
becomes a fishing spear becomes a pole 
for a laundry line; a ping-pong racquet 
becomes a guitar becomes a fan. The only 
obvious weak spot in the production is the 
music, composed by one of the play’s 
Italian authors. Ranging from boring, 
derivative synth music to boring, derivative 
piano music, it at least does not intrude 
too far into-the production. 


Critical considerations aside, Robinson 
and Crusoe is a kiddie play. And although 
it made considerable denfands on the 
younger members of the audience — the 
first ten minutes are without a word of 
dialogue and-one of the characters never 
speaks English — they seemed to enjoy it. 
Kids love clowning and there is lots, but 
they also seemed to respond to thé more 
serious moments. Saturday morning TV 
indicates that there aren’t all that many 
children’s shows tolerable to adults. So if 
you have some kids, consider taking them. 
And if you don’t have any, consider 
borrowing some. 


City Lights

To anyone born after 1950 Charlie 
Chaplin is an enigma, a clownish tramp in 
ill-fitting suit and shoes. The real Chaplin 
has been relegated to bad videos and late- 
night TV. But last Friday the genius of 
Chaplin was reverently resurrected by the 
ESO. 


The performance lovingly recreated the 
spirit of the large movie houses of the early 
decades of this century. Films in the ’20s 
and 30s were social events, real ones, with 
live music, lively audiences, and a greater 
respect for the occasion. In Edmonton 
1990, though dressed differently, the 
audience of slightly less than 2000 partic- 
ipated as willingly in the event as their 
forebears of a half-century ago. 


The program opened with two early 
shorts by Chaplin, Kid’s Car Races and 
How to Make Movies accompanied by 
extemporaneous piano improvisation 
courtesy of Fred Jackson, who beautifully 
captured thesimplicity and innocent frivol- 
ity these movies required. 

The feature City Lights was nothing less 
than impressive shown on the huge Jubilee 
screen and supported by the full orchestra. 
To the credit of the ESO, they presented 
Chaplin’s own score with care and com- 
passion but never overwhelmed the film. 
For a filmmaker, Chaplin was a damn fine 
composer. His music, heavily influenced 
by Brahms, faded serenly into the dark; his 
images, unquestionably his own, remain 
indelibly impressed on the mind.

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Pathetic Heights of stupidity

Sitting down to view “Pacific Heights,” 
starring Melanie Griffith, Matthew Modine, 
and Michael Keaton, my feet stuck to the 
floor. | believe the sticky substance was 
spread purposely to bond people to the 
theatre preventing their escape from this 
most torturous two hours of tedium. 

You might say | didn’t like this show, but 
a lady leaving the theatre behind me 
phrased it best, saying, “It just kept getting 
worse and worse and worse!” In fact, the 
best scene in this movie was the opening 
in which the camera moved in on a well 
formed, naked breast and froze there fora 
moment: there was more art in that one 
shot than was exhibited throughout the 
rest of this lengthy “thriller.” 

The action (or inaction) revolves around 
Patty (Griffith) and Drake (Modine) who, 
being broke young lovers, buy a $750,000 
house, redecorate it, and pay the monstrous 
mortgage by renting out two basement 
‘suites. The first is rented to a cute, stereo- 
typical oriental couple (the wife speaks no 
English and bows politely and often; the 
husband practices some sort of martial art 
in the rain on their fire escape surrounded 
by a bonsai garden—hey wait, wasn’t that 


Melanie Griffith should look bemused— 
in one of the "Karate Kid” flicks?). The Mer movie is ridiculous. 


second suite is supposed to be rented out 
to a cop, but his application gets lost, of 
course, so Carter Hayes (Keaton) moves in 
‘and trouble begins shortly thereafter. 

Hayes is a psychotic scam artist who 
abuses landlord-tenant acts and eventually, 
through malicious twistings of the legal 
system, sues the landlords and takes the 
property. He tampers with Patty and Drake 
(Patty and Drake? Patty and- freggen. 
Drake?? These names are about as cute, 
cuddly and naive as the characters they 
portray - yecch!) until they are pushed so 
far that she has a miscarriage and he is 
jailed for thrashing Hayes’ face. With Drake 
(isn’t that a male duck?) in jail and then 
stuck in the hospital, Patty gets Hayes 
evicted only to find he has destroyed their 
suite, stealing the appliances and all the 
fixtures before he left. He escapes. She, 
the naive, thimble-witted, boopy-do Barbie 
doll, turns private investigator, searches 
and destroys. 

The ending is no big surprise: good 
things happen to good people and evil is 
forestalled for another day. 

| purposely retold this story to’spare any 
one from having to sit through the same 
inane dialogue that | did. With the script 
supported by snappy cliches like “he’s 
(Hayes) playing you like a piano concerto,”

The choir’s word 
painting in these pieces achieved an 
expressive and at time ethereal delivery of 
complex French-passages which needed 
no translation.

Ragged Glory 
Neil Young & Crazy Horse 
Reprise 

For those conformist yuppies expecting 
Neil Young to polish up his act with an 
overproduced album of ”marketable pro- 
duct,” the time has come to rain on your 
parade. Ragged Glory, his new studio live 
album with old alumni Crazy Horse, is a 
great collection of exceptionally raw and 

~ captivating music destined to crispify many 
a BMW’s Alpine CD player. 

Young, though often pigeon-holed, has 
nattily scorched his detractors once again 
by gathering his favourite stablemates for 
some crunching country-rock. Yes, coun- 
try-rock...to a large degree this album is a 
sheep in wolves clothing. 

On the one hand are seering guitar licks, 
over amplification, and feedback fadeouts 
of epic proportions. On the other hand 
are mellow vocals, flowing melody lines, 
country bass and down-to-earth insightful 
lyrics. 

The song “Country Home” skillfully in- 
troduces mellow metal crunch while ex- 
plaining why Young recorded an album 
with old friends at his ranch in Northern 
California: | guess | need that city life/It 
sure has lots of style/But pretty soon it 
wears me out/and | have to think to smile/ 
I’m thankful for my country home/It gives 
me peace of mind/somewhere | can walk 
alone/and leave myself behind.

C.W. McCall, Young then. attacks with 


The colours of autumn came alive in 
"Siigsmaastikud.” The dynamic contrast 
and choral shaping illuminated Veljo 
Tormis’ scenes from nature. Canadians 
could well relate to the vivid sounds of the 
cold autumn night and windy weather in 
Estonia. 


Guest guitarist David Grainger Brown 
enhanced the evening with two guitar 
solos in the first half, “Notena” by Crespo 
and “Chora No. 1” by Villa-Lobos, which 
were beautifully warm and resonant. He 
also accompanied the choir with mournful 
flamencos in selections from Castelnuovo- 
Tedesco. 


The second half was dominated by 
themes of passion and death as in 
Rautavaara’s snippets from the "Suite de 
Lorca,” Opus 72. 

The final selection, “Romancero Gitano,” 
Opus 152, sets poems by the Spanish poet 
Garcia Lorca to 16th century madrigals. 
The.canon between the men’s and 


_ "White Line” a trucker song whose ride is 
about.as smooth asa Peterbilt rearending a 
Mazda. 

“Love to Burn” aptly refers to “takin’ a 
chance on love” and getting burned like 
this unfortunate couple: In the valley of 
hearts there’s a full house of broken 
windows/cause the lovers inside just qua- 
rell all the time/”Why’d you ruin my life, 
where you takin’ my kid”/and they hold 
each other and say “how did it come to 
this?” 

Young’s tribute to the everyday fuck-up 
is coincidentally titled "Fuckin’ Up.” Young 
and the band plod along with all the 
agility, momentum and viciousnous of a 
T-Rex ripping flesh from bone. The crown- 
ing touch to this aural assault is the final 
feedback influenced fermatta chord that 
wavers for over a minute before self- 
destructing. 

The only cover song on the album is 
"Farmer John.” In true turn-up-the-amps- 
and-jam tradition Young and Crazy Horse 
set their sights on his daughter. As Young 
gets his way (or not) during a crazed 
feedback tag, Ralph Molina’s bass drum 
signals the cut-off point (kind of like the 
one in Berlioz’s “Marche au Supplice”). 

On the songs “Mansion on the Hill” and 
"Days That Used To Be”, Young looks to 
the past and examines the present. 

“Love and Only Love,” “Love to Burn,” 
and “Over and Over” are all eight minute-

women’s voices created a peaceful, lulling 
effect in many of the pieces. The éxcep- 
tions, Punal (Dagger), Baile (Dance), 
Procesion (Procession) and Crotalo (a type 
of beetle), were punctuated with sharp, 
dramatic entrances and eerie bass and 
tenor solos.

says, after everything that possibly can go 
wrong does, “Our luck has got to change...- 
tomorrow.” (Once again my StOniag 
churns.) 

Griffith annoys with her wide eyes, silly 
over-emphasized childish voice and pathe- 
tic attempts at crying and looking stunned. 
|. must admit she wasn’t helped by script- 
writers who have her say, moments after 
having a miscarriage, “I feel like Lady 
Macbeth...there was so much blood.” 

‘Modine, whose character must have 
said “fuck” more times than Eddie Murphy 
in concert, played a tough wimp, too 
skinny and puppy faced to be believable as ~ 
he hurls his fists into Keaton’s face, lifting — 
him with every blow. I guess being foreman 
in a kite factory would give a guy a rocky 
Balboa type work-out. 

Keaton tries admirably to portray the 
requisite psychotic, schizophrenic char- 
acter but the script confines him to being — 
nothing more than really grumpy. 

They had the cast but that’s it. Silly 
spiralling camera shots that accomplish 
nothing more than to further nauséate the 
audience, a cliched script, abusively stereo- 
typical characters, and a weak story all lead 
this picture down the short path to self 
destruction. Had they stuck with naked 


body parts, at least the audience might 


have been titiliated if not entertained.

Don’t they say rock‘n’roll is

Idyl Tea has been somehting of a staple 
at the Power Plant for the last couple years, 
so it is only fitting they chose the campus 
venue for their CD and video release party 
last Wednesday. Slated to tour Canada 
with Spirit of the West, the band gave their 
audience of faithfuls a fond thank you, a 
very strong show, a sampling of their 
debut CD and really-big balloons. 

“| don’t know if you could call us an 
alternative band, a folk band, or a straight 
ahead rock and roll band,” Everett Laroi 
told a capacity audience between sets. 
Luckily, it’s not really a dilemma anybody 
is too worried about. 

What Idyl Teais, is a food band anda fun 
band, with incredible energy and a very 
hefty suply of original material. They know 
their audience well, and they perform 
exactly the kind of live show their devotees 
to expect. As well, they understand whatit 
takes to get a song on the radio and have 
worked hard to break into the off campus 
market. ; 

It was their respect for and compliance 
towards their fans that was the most impor- 
tant elément of Wednesday’s CD and 
video release party. Idyl Tea has figured 
prominently on campus radio playlists for 
a few years, and they’ve been bumping 
around local venues for seven or eight. A 
relaxed but excited Everett Laroi and Craig 
Metcalfe explained before the show that 
the support they have experienced from 
the college crowd has been their substance. 
But it’s a big country, and if they really 
want to keep making a living doing what 
they’re doing, they know they have to 
become well known in the east. The band 
hoeps that a video and a contract with 
Attic Records will help them do just that. 

The Attic relationship is one that started 
unofficially about a year ago and solidified 
into a contract deal nearly two months 
ago. The Toronto based record company 
financed the video, and is busy promoting 
the band to a broader market. 

“We haven’t toured Canada for two 
years,” says Everett Laroi guitarist and 
vocalist, “and we need to break into Eastern 
Canada, so a video is the way todo it.” The 
video is for “Oh, Brother,” the third song 
on their self-titled CD. It’s already been 
playlisted on Much Music for close to 
three weeks, and Edmonton’s K-97, who 
helped organize the release party, has the 
CD on regular rotation. 


A music video may not be most palatable 
thing for a lot of people, but it’s probably 
the most practical thing to promotea band 
like Idyl Tea. Laroi says they toyed with the 
idea of creating their-own storyboard for 
the video but learned they should stick to 
songwriting and “leave the production to 
people who knew what they were doing.” 

The band was given a list of directors to 
choose from by Lindsay Gillespie, a Vice 
President of Attic Records. they selected 
Phil Kates, who has directed videos for 
Blue Rodeo, Crash Vegas and Burton 
Cummings. Both the band and Kates 
seemed to have the same sort of visual

The most important element of a band 
should be its original music however, and 
Idyl Tea understands this. Bassist and 
vocalist Henry Engel, in collaboration with 
Laroi, write the bulk of theit material. Laroi 
says it’s hard to figure out where his ideas 
come from, and, for that matter, what his 
influences are. “Our music is influenced 
by everything we’ve ever listened to. We 
sort of put everything we’ve ever listened 
to into one pot, and take whatever comes 
out of it. Sometimes I’ll be working on.a 
song or a guitar riff, and I’ll think “I’ve 
heard that before... but where the hell 
have | ripped it off from?” 


Drummer Craig Metcalfe often provides 
the answer to that question. "I’m the 
encyclopedia of the band. When Henry 
and Everett come in and play a new song 
they’re working on, I’ll know where they 
got their influences from as soon as they 
play it. I’ll say, “Ok, that riff’s from this 
song,-and that bass is from that one.” 

That’s not to say-that Idyl Tea’s original 
material sounds like bits and pieces of a 
hundred other songs thrown together. 
The band seems to understand that it’s 
impossible to write a new rock and roll 
classic without accidently a little like old 
rock and roll classics. 


Idyl Tea’s harmonies are great. Laroi and 
Engel say they’ve been singing together 
since they used to do Beach Boys songs on” 
the school bus when they were nine, so it’s 
little wonder they sound so good together. 
And you’ve got to like a band that throws 
as many “ooohs” into a song as they can. 

The audience lapped up the songs from 
the new CD as eagerly as the original tunes 
they had heard before. The few tunes the 
band covered were given a healthy Idyl 
Tea twist, and when they performed the 
Violent Femmes "I Held Her in My Arms” 
they did it faster and with more energy 
than the Femmes, with nicely executed 
feedback and the occasional well timed 
shriek. It was obvious during the extremely 
long first set that the band felt at home. 
They were in a great mood-and were 
having fun. 

The second set showcased the band’s 
strong vocal and acoustic abilities as they 
discarded the drums and all the electric 
bits and played a couple of slower, more 
folksy numbers. But they can be as mean as 
they can be sensitive, and by the end of the 
evening they were whipping the dance 
floor into a fervor. They have the ability to 
fit many chords and drums and vocals and 
bass and back up and lead guitar into each 
second of music without sounding clut- 
tered oir absurdly fast. Even when they’re 
playing at their fastest and rauchiest, they 
still maintain a clean sound. 

lan Martin, who plays guitar with the 
band during its live performances, fits in 
quite well with Idyl Tea. He’s been playing 
with the band for about a year,-and pro- 
vides strong vocal and musical support. 
The band obviously understands the versa- 
tility another well played guitar can bring 
to a live performance. 

The audience was every band’s dream. 
They were responsive, they were dancing, 
and they knew the words. Were they ° 
biased? Sure. But what’s wrong with that? 
If a band’s stability can be measured by the 
support of its fans, then these guys must be © 
feeling pretty damned confident. 

Despite any label Idyl Tea might be 
given, or try to give themselves, they are, . 
at their best, a very tight, talented band 
that knows how to play rock and roll. 

Their fans have come to expect it, and 
Idyl Tea respects them enough not to let 
them down.

For 
the second time this season, the 
Bears lost a game they should 
have won, and in the process 
almost eliminated themselves from 
the Canada West playoffs. A 
fumble on the one against UBC 


cost them an earlier win. 
Saturday, the Bears twice blew 
glorious opportunities to score 
touchdowns, as they were unable 
to convert third-and-inches plays. 
They were up 10-3 in the second 


quarter with the ball on the Dino” 


twenty when rookie running back 


Jay MacFarland got crushed like a 
bug as the Bears (in an all-too 
predictable fashion) went off- 
tackle. 

On the next play, Dino quarter- 
back Bob Torrance hooked up 
with Danny Massey on a ninety 
yard pass-and-run play, as the 
Bears blew the coverage to allow 
"Tractor Gear” Massey to score. 

Later in the second quarter, the 
Bears had another short yardage 
chance which they were unable 
to convert. Fhey were stopped on 
the one yard line, using the same 
basic play as their earlier try. They 
had three plays from inside the 
five, but failed to score by running 
the ball in.

The Dinos came out smoking in 
the second half, as star running 
back J.P. Izquierdo took over. 
Izquierdo was limited to 27 yards 
in the first half, but rushed the 
ball for five straight first downs to 
start the second, taking the ball to 
the Bears’ thirty-three. Using 
Izquierdo as a decoy left, Torrance 
put the ball on his’ hip and 
bootlegged right for the touch- 
down: 17-10 Dinos. 


Then, with the score 18-10 on 
the next possession, the Bears 
once again got caught in an 
awkward defensive alignment. 
Izquierdo flared out of the back- 

- field to be covered one-on-one 
by an unfortunate Bear linebacker. 
The end result was a 73-yard Dino 
touchdown, and a 25-10 Calgary 
lead. 


The Bears had the wind advan- 
tage in the fourth quarter— 
substantial because of gusts reach- 
ing 45 k.p.h.—and stormed back 
behind the leadership of fifth- 
year quarterback Jeff Steinberg, 
who had started the game on the 
bench behind Mike Kolodnicki. 
Although Kolodnicki played well, 
the Bears rallied behind Steinberg 
to score two touchdowns. 

The first was set up by a 38 yard 
pass completion to Szafranski, 
which left the ball just outside the} 
Dino twenty. Shortly thereafter, 
Steinberg again connected with 
Szafranski for a fifteen yard aerial 
score to make it 26-17. 

Later in the fourth quarter, after 
a 21 yard punt return by Todd 
Matheson, Dave Noonan carried 
for successive gains of 26 and 12 
yards to put the ball on the Dino 
20. Steinberg then caught the 
Dinos on the blitz and hit Robin 
Mead out of the backfield to give 
the Bears a touchdown and a 
chance in the game, at 26-24, with 
less than three minutes remaining 

Calgary held Alberta to a three 
down series, and the Bears punted 
with just over a minute left and 4 
third and ten to go. However, ta 
the delight of 9,732 fans, the Dino 
were able to control the ball anq 
kill the clock. .
